\Swat The Fly 
and Promote Health 


eee House Fly Is .Spreader 
Of Disease 


| Until very recent years the 
housefly was regarded mearly as 
a pest but of no serious impor. 
tance. It is now known, how-~ 
ever, that the housefiy carries 
many serious diseases such ar 
typhoid, infantile diarrhoea (sum 
mer complaint), cholera, disen_ 
tery, leprosy, various dangerous 
rye diseases (types of ophthal. 
mia,trachoma) and tuberculosis, 
besides carrying the ergs of cer. 
twin tape worms says Dr. Arthur 
(.ibson, Dominion Entomologist, 
Dominion Department of Agricul 
trre. ws 

The housefly can ‘ay large 
numbers of eggs, probably aver. 
aging one thousand, which hatch 
in a few hours. Development is 
rapid and in warm weather a 
aew generation of flies may be 
produced every ten or twelve 
days. It will thus be seen that 
it is of the utmost importance to 
‘Ol houseflies early in the season 

One of the chief dangers from 
‘ies lies in their varied food 
habits, Not only do they feed 
ca all kinds of filth, but will 
ght on most of the foods laid 
«nt on the table for « meal , con 
taminating everything they 
touch. 

To contro] this dangerous pest 
fly traps, dodr and window 
sereens, fly swatters, sticky 
Eapers, poisoned baits and fly 
sprays are used. An effective 


pint of water or dilute milk in a 
saucer. It should be placed out 
of reach of children. Fly 
eprays made of 4% poun! of flow. 
es of pyrethrum to a gallon of 
kerosene are effective, 

The best control of houseflies 
is by eliminating their breeding 
places. The most important of 
these are manure piles and gar. 
bage dumps. Manure storage 
should be so constructed as to 
discourage breeding and the pile 
treated with borax solution 
Garbage should be stored in fly . 
proof containers, unt:l disposed 
of, .Community action is essen 
tial if the fly population in any 
distriet is to be sharply reduced.

while the other 90 per cent. are largely working with little or no definite) 
objective in view. 

It does not necessarily follow, of course, that the 90 per cent. who will 
not enter university derive no benefit from the training they receive in the | 
secondary schools through which they pass, but it may, and often, no doubt, | 
does mean, that the time they spend in school might be used to better ad- 
vantage if the subjects made available for study are those which will be) 
of practical value to them when they subsequently embark on the great 
adventure of making a livelihood for themselves. 

Preparing the child for his or Ker entry in the commercial and indus- 
trial life of the country is not, of course, the sole objective of secondary) 
education, but it is an important one, which must not be overlooked, if the 
educational system is to achieve its full mission. The other important ob-| 
jective of secondary education is, or should be, cultural. Equally important | 
is it that the student's activities in high school be designed to enable him | 
or her to secure the maximum of happiness and enjoyment in post-school 
life, whether it be at work or at play. In other words, preparation for leia- 
ure as well as for work should be one of the aims of secondary education.

Japan’s Gold Supply 
Shows Reserves Have Shrunk 
To Less Than $100,000,000 

A survey of Japan's financial 
structure after the drain of nearly 
three years’ war in China indicates 
that its gold reserves have shrunk to 
less than $100,000,000. 

Offcials in Washington make that 
estimate of Japanese-held gold, de- 
spite of fact that the Central Bank 
of Japan still lists its gold reserve 
at $164,000,000, a figure which has 
remained unchanged since December, 
1938. 

Japan paid—largely in gold—$200,- 
000,000 for goods purchased in the 
United States during 1939, and gold 
shipments are continuing to pay for 
purchases. 

American officials, who long have 
maintained that Japan is reaching 
the bettom of her gold barrel, are 
firmly puzzled as to where the Japa- 
nese are getting the precious metal. | 

One explanation is that Japan long 
ago began hoarding gold in a secret 
“war chest" againstany trouble with | 
Russia and has been dipping into | 
this fund to pay the war bill in) 
China.
